1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

IN THE CLAIMS: 

In claim 1, "Seed" was replaced with —A seed—. 

In claim 7, —produced- was inserted after "are" in line 1. 

In claim 9, lines 1 and 2, "Fl" was deleted. 

In claims 13-15, line 1, a comma was inserted after "12". 

16. A method of modifying fatty acid metabolism, phytic acid metabolism or 
carbohydrate metabolism in a hybrid maize variety 37A91 comprising: 

(a) crossing at least one of inbred maize parent plants GE16835 and GE6 16852, 

representative seed of which have been deposited under ATCC Accession Nos. as and 

respectively, with another maize line that comprises a nucleic acid molecule encoding an enzyme 
selected from the group consisting of phytase, st e aryl - ACP d c saturaso, fructosyltransferase, 
levansucrase, alpha-amylase, invertase and starch branching enzyme or encoding an antisense of 
a nucleic acid encoding stearyl-ACP desaturase ; 
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(b) selecting said Fl progeny plants that have said nucleic acid molecule to produce 
selected Fl progeny plants; 

(c) backcrossing the selected progeny plants with said inbred maize parent plant to 
produce backcross progeny plants; 

(d) selecting for backcross progeny plants that have said nucleic acid molecule and 
morphological and physiological characteristics of said inbred maize parent plant to produce 
selected backcross progeny plants; 

(e) repeating steps (c) and (d) three or more times in succession to produce a selected 
fourth or higher backcross progeny plants; and 

(f) crossing said fourth or higher backcross progeny plant with the other inbred maize 
parent plant to produce a hybrid maize variety 37A91 that comprises said nucleic acid molecule 
and has all of the morphological and physiological characteristics of hybrid maize variety 37A91 
listed in Table 1 as determined at the 5% significance level when grown in the same 
environmental conditions. 

Examiner's Statement Of Reasons 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach or suggest a hybrid corn plant with the characteristics of 37A91. The closest prior art is 
taught by Colbert (2005, US Patent 6,914,178), but this plant has yellow anthers and and a light 
green glume, while 37A91 has a light red glume and green-yellow anthers.

REQUIREMENT OF ALLOWANCE UNDER 37 CFR §§ 1.801-1.809 

3. The Deposit Statement on pg 62 of the specification is deemed in accordance with 37 

CFR §§ 1.801-1.809. Therefore, no 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph rejection has been maintained 

even though it is apparent that 37A91, GE16835 and GE6 16852 maize seed is essential to the 

claimed invention and that the deposit is necessary for an adequate written description and 

enablement for the claimed invention. 

Since the application is otherwise in condition for allowance except for the needed 

deposit of 37A91, GE16835 and GE6 16852 seed and since the Office has received written 

assurance that an acceptable deposit will be made on or before payment of the issue fee, the 

Office is authorized to mail Applicant a Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due together with a 

requirement that the needed deposit be made within THREE (3) MONTHS of the mail date of 

this letter (see 37 CFR § 1 .809(c)). 

Under 37 CFR § 1.809(c)(d) an applicant is required to make a deposit of seed within 
three months after the mailing date of the Notice Of Allowance and Issue Fee Due . The period 
for satisfying this requirement is extendible under 1 1.136, however, failure to make the needed 
deposit of seeds of 925847 will result in abandonment of the application for failure to prosecute.

In the instant application 
claim 1 must be amended to recite the deposit accession number. These amendments should be 
submitted before the payment of the issue fee as an Amendment After Allowance under 37 CFR 
§ 1 .312. If the amendment is received after the payment of the issue fee the same should be 
made under the provisions of 37 CFR § 1.312(a) and a petition filed under 37 CFR § 1.183 to 
waive the requirement of 37 CFR § 1.3 12 that the amendment be filed before or with payment of 
the issue fee, that is, it must be accompanied by a fee in accordance with 37 CFR § 1.1 7(i) and a 
petition which includes "a showing of good and sufficient reasons why the amendment is 
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necessary and was not earlier presented and why justice requires waiver of the rule". Finally, the 
statement of deposit in the specification shall contain: 

(1) The accession number for the deposit(s); 

(2) The date of the deposit(s); 

(3) A description of the deposited biological material sufficient to specifically identify 
and to permit examination; and 

(4) The name and address of the depository (see 37 CFR § 1.809(d)).
